prolongation of the. World War. To 
tmy this is but to slate what every- 
body knows."

Those who would abolish 
ur army nnd sink our navy and de- 
troy our const defense guns and 
orts, nre but misguided allies of oilier 
ations that might be our active cne- 
lics.
